THE .FUTURE. OF - 
THE EMPIRE 
The suggestion put forward 
by Mr. George Lansbury that 
Britain should offer to pool the 
resources of the British Empire 
with other nations, and establish 
an international, commission to 
share the markets and raw 
materials svailable, comes at a 
moment! when crises “arise by 
reason of countries without large 
colonial possessions secking an 
outlet for expansion. In that 
sense, it is an apposite idea, but 
whether it’ is capable of being 
put into operation remains open 
to. doubt. Many important is- 
sues—economic, social and racial 
—are inyolved in the suggestion, 
not the least of which is the huge’ 
amount of money Britain has 
spent in developing the backward. 
regions of. the earth, to say 


‘nothing of the security and 


protection which is assured 
subject races ‘under the British 
flag. The plan will need to be 
presented in far greater detail 
before judgment can be passed 
its merits. There .is | the 
further point, of “course, that 
Britain could not alone embark 
on.such a plan; other nations 
with colonial: possessions would 
have to make their contribution.

world revolution n°, constant ir- 
ritant.. We are inclined to agree 
that, considered from one stand- 
point, Russia is less a friend of the 
old-established order of things than 
an enemy. Avowedly the Comin- 
tern socks to disrupt such economic 
and gocinl systems as that which 
Britain owns, and loves. But, 
equally apparent is it that Russia 
is determined to safeguard the in- 
tegrity and indepepdence of the 
smaller nations . . . at Jeast from 
Fascist domination, Héw far that 
policy Is dictated by {idealism and 


fuith In the Lengue of Nations we 
do not necd to question at this 
juncture. Suffice it that at this 
moment the League has found a 
powerful ally in Moscow, and if, 
as many predict, the strength of 
the League. ia to be tested by Italian 


militarists the statesmen at Geneva’ 


must have taken heart from M, 
Litvinoff’s outspoken statement of 
policy. M, Litvinoff, we think, has 
done much to harden the League 
of Nations’ attitude by declaring 
that there Is no longer any excuse 
for military action on the part of 
Italy In Ethiopia. He has pointed 
out thatthe Ualual incident, which 
Itnly myde the excuse for ‘warlike 
preparations, has been settled, with 
no blame: attached to either: side 
involved, He has stated that Italy’s 
invitation to the League to declare 
its disinterestedness in the ‘Italo- 
Ethiopian quarrel was tantamount 
to asking the nations to repudiate 
their own sucred obligations. He 
has given the Russian view that in- 
ternal conditions, ne matter how un- 
settled, cannot deprive a state of its 
right to integrity and independence, 
and has declared that the League 
ahould sland firm on the principle 
that no| fighting: should occur ¢x- 
¢ept in’ actual * self-defence. (In 
this Britain and Russia’ apparently 
stand side by side, 
poliey bas already been:made plain. 
The Scandinavian countries, the 
Little Entente,. Spain and Turkey 
all have agreed that an Italian in- 
vasion.of Ethiopia is unwar ited 
and “inexcusable. Surely -,this

However, while we applaud the 
Russian stand in ‘the matter of 
collective peace . machinery nnd 
welcome her support of the League 
of Nations Covenant, which we be- 
lieve is the only thing standing 
between us and chaos, we eannot 
but feel that her policy is somewhat 
inconsistent. On the one hand we 
have heard M. Litvinoff speak of the 
sanctity of treaties and the rights 
of the small nations,. and the 
League’s  respogsibility, in ° their 
protection, while on. the other the 
voices of those radical gentlemen 
who attended the recent sessions 
of the Comintern still ring in our 
ears. They prench the doctrine of 
world: > revolution. They — would 
destroy the institutions which other 
peoples have taken yearn to build 
and which they value ns they do 
their freedom of thought and ac- 
tion. Such was the nature of the 
Comintern’s recent discussion - that 
it uroused protests from _ the 
capitula of-many great nations, 
notably the United States, Britain, 
aud Japan.. How can we reconcile.
